b ition vote last fall, will have 
the

The county gave RockhiU, the head 
of the ticket, 942 votes, entitling it to 
38 delegates. Cuyahoga gave the sec­ 
ond highest vote— 844—and will have 
34 delegates, and Franklin, with 808 
votes. 32 delegates. 
Stark will have 
2 and Mahoning 15 delegates. Zanes­ 
ville was an applicant for the state 
convention, b ut the state central com­ 
mittee concluded It would b e b est to 
choose Columb us on account of its 
State Chairman Frank 
Mecartney has started out to attend 
the Prohib ition 
county and district 
conventions of the various counties, 
which b egin this week and continue 
until the latter part of June.

says that the party will put a com­ 
plete state ticket in the field and will 
put up a b ard fight. 
Just now con­
